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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record, teach or suggest a magnetic recording tape having all specific properties 
as claimed. The most pertinent reference is the Sueki reference (US 6,228,461) which 
teaches the same ranges of thermal expansion coefficient, offset yield strength, mpture 
(breaking) strength as claimed; however the Sueki reference fails to teach the surface 
roughness on the two sides of the support and the numbers of projections of 273 nm height 
of the magnetic layer. As shown in the specification, especially in comparative examples 4 
and 7, if one of the properties recited in the instant claim 1 falls outside the claimed range, 
the magnetic tape results in poor output and running properties. In comparative example 4, 
all claimed properties, except the projections on the magnetic layer, of the magnetic tape are 
met, the resulting magnetic tape has high number of errors. In comparative example 7, 
every property, except the roughness of the support, of the magnetic tape is met, the 
resulting magnetic tape exhibits high output fluctuation and poor running property.
